Motion Picture Magnate Finds Words 


Difficult in Recounting Impressions 


Darryle Zanuck, "dealer" in glamour and maker of stars, who 
is no mean hand in the use of superlatives when it comes to de­ 
scribing some of the motion picture products produced by 20th 
Century Fox Film Corporation, groped for words Sunday in which 
to describe his impression of Avak—and the apparently trem end­ 
ous impact the first meeting of the two, left on the film magnate. 
Avak in company with mem-»— 
bers of the Arkelian family, with 
whom the faith healer is staying 
in Palm Springs, and where, for 
the past few weeks, he has been 
conducting his free faith healing 
clinic for the thousands who have 
journeyed to see him here, paid 
a social call at the Zanuck es­ 
tate Saturday evening.

At High Mark 


Building operations during May 
in Palm Springs were more than 
four times as brisk as operations 
in the sim ilar month in 1946, P. 
M. Swart, department of build­ 
ings official, 
announced today 
but the total for 1947 to date was 
only one-third as great as the 
total for the first five months of 
1946. 
During the month which closed 
Saturday permits valued at $530,­ 
900 were issued by the building 
department. During the corre­ 
sponding month last year, the 
total value of new construction 
started, was $127,800. 


DWELLING units featured the 
month just closed with six apart­ 
ment house and seven home per­ 
mits in the list. The apartment 
houses, including the 
100-unit 
Veterans’ Housing project, will 
add 320 living units here. 
The 13 permits for dwelling 
units were valued at $486,000. 
In May, 1946, qnly ten permits 
were issued, valued at $127,800. 


THE YEAR, TO DATE, with 
193 permits issued, stood at $1,­ 
549,000 at the close of business 
May 29. The city hall was closed 
May 30 and 31. Last year, on 
May 31, the total value of new 
buildings 
begun since Jan. 1, 
1946, was $4,874,065. This includ­ 
ed the banner month of March 
when more than $3,000,000 in per­ 
m its was issued and Palm Springs 
was third city in the southland in 
new construction. 
Of the 193 permits issued since 
January 1 this year, 95 involved 
dwelling units, 382 of which were 
provided, valued at $1,489,600.

William 
Kerstiner of 
Coachella. It is understood that an agressive campaign in Judge 
Rouse’s behalf is being conducted by a political group in Indio. 
Harper has not been actively seeking the position but is being 
urged to do so by a number of Villagers. 
THE DESERT AREA has never had a representative on the 
Riverside county board. A Banning resident is as close as we have 
ever come, and yet the Fourth District pays 40 percent of the 
county’s tax bill. Problems are obviously different. The area 
should be recognized; perhaps it will be by Governor Warren if 
Dillon does resign. We hope so. 
We would like to see a Palm Springs man named on the board. 
Harper is well known in Riverside, where he formerly published 
a newspaper, and has qualifications which fit him for the position. 
He is a hard worker and would likely be a credit to the district 
he served. Should a vacancy on the board occur, the Village 
would do well to rally to his support.

Tuberculosis Assn. 
Mobile Unit Takes 
9641 X-Ray Views 


Through use of its m obile X- 
ray unit, Riverside C ounty T u­ 
berculosis and Health A ssociation 
reached all sections of the county 
including Palm Springs during 
the past year and took 9641 m in­ 
iature X -rays, according to the 
recently-issued annual report. 
The preventive program resu lt­ 
ed in locating 188 positive find­ 
ings w hich served as a forew arn­ 
ing before the disease conditions 
became aggravated. 


ANOTHER phase of the pro­ 
gram w as th e supplying of m a­ 
terial for 6000 tuberculin tests 
among school children. 
"Through the years,” th e report 
announced, "this service has de­ 
veloped into a program w hich is 
giving 100 per cent 
protection 
from ‘in school’ sources of tu b er­ 
culosis infection. All positive re ­ 
actors to the tuberculin test are 
X -rayed.” 
Among the association’s grants 
from C hristm as Seal m oney was 
one to help inaugurate 
a pro­ 
gram of occupational therapy at 
County Hospital, to aid in a pro­ 
gram of re-orientation and re ­ 
habilitation of tuberculosis p a­ 
tients. 


THE 
ASSOCIATION 
pointed 
out that Riverside county’s tu b er­ 
culosis death rate is still, how ­ 
ever, higher than either the N a­ 
tional or the State average. 
"Pride in our own com m un­ 
ity,” the report said, “m akes it 
our duty to bring those figures 
into line.”

And Hotel Men to 
Watch Rent Rules 


Owners of hotels, apartment 
courts and houses which were 
decontrolled from 
rent restric­ 
tions last fall under the "winter 
resort 
decontrol 
order” 
today 
were 
cautioned 
by 
the 
Palm 
Springs Chamber of Commerce 
to observe strictly terms of last 
year’s regulation even though a 
similar ruling has not yet come 
through from the rent 
control 
headquarters. 
Under last 
year's 
decontrol 
j order, which was specifically ap­ 
plicable to the summer of 1946, 
operation of the rental establish­ 
ments for a longer period than 
two weeks between June 1 and 
Oct. 1, made them ineligible for 
the removal of rent control even 
though they met all the other 
qualifications. 


AN INQUIRY sent recently by 
the 
chamber of 
commerce 
to 
Geoi'ge McDonald, area rent con­ 
trol director at San Bernardino, 
brought the reply that no winter 
resort ruling has yet been issued 
to replace the 1946 ¡egulation. 
He added that it has been the 
general rule to renew these or­ 
ders year after year but could 
not predict the course of action 
in the winter resort matter. 
The 1946 decontrol order was 
issued in September. It provided 
that rent control could be re­ 
moved by the government from 
rental properties which had been 
operated on a seasonal basis prior 
to 1942 and had not been rented 
for any of the time between June 
1 and Oct. 1, 1946. Later, on ap­ 
plication of the chamber of com­ 
merce and the Hotel Apartment 
House Owners, 
the 
order was 
modified to allow operation of the 
properties for two weeks between 
the June 1 and Oct. 1 termini. 


IF THE IDENTICAL RULING 
is made for 1947. no decontrolled 
property could be rented beyond 
June 14 if it was to be re-opened 
on Oct. 1, and not earlier than 
Sept. 16 if it is closed before 
June 1. 
Due to the 1942 provision in 
the decontrol ruling no proper­ 
ties constructed after that year 
can qualify for the rent removal 
regardless of whether they com­ 
ply 
with the summer closing. 
Only a fraction of the nearly 100 
hotels, 
apartment 
houses 
and 
courts could comply with the de­ 
control ruling.

affect 
cures. I just don’t know.” 
It was at this point that Zanuck 
launched forth into a long dis­ 
course on the ability of persons 
to heal by faith. 


"A NATIONALLY known doc­ 
tor and m yself were discussing 
the stories about Avak. The man 
is an authority in his particular 
field of medicine and although1 
not a psychiatrist, he uses th is' 
form of therapy on many of his 
patients. "This doctor,” he con­ 
tinued, 
“doesn’t 
discount 
the 
ability of Avak to heal. 
“The doctor pointed out that 
every century has its faith heal­ 
ers and some of them have ac­ 
complished many things where 
medicine has failed. The doctor,” 
Zanuck continued, "seemed to be 
of the belief that the mind is so 
powerful it can accomplish al­ 
most the impossible.” 


ZANUCK. 
in 
reporting 
the 
opinions of his friend the doctor, 
cited several examples in paraly­ 
sis. He said that paralysis is some 
case is caused by the mind and 
under the proper mental form of 
therapy, this form of paralysis 
can be cured. It is in such cases 
that faith healer can accomplish 
cure where physicians fail. 
” 
"Using this form of theory,” 
Zanuck said the doctor told him, 
"the magnetism of a human mind 
—the electrical emanations, s¡o 
implied, or whatever else 
this 
form of therapy can be called, 
canrtot be seen or felt but is 
there nevertheless as seen in the 
cures affected. 
Zanuck compared this ability 
to that of the radio waves. 


"WE KNOW there are voices 
and music filling the air now but 
w e cannot hear then unless he 
have a radio receiver. We touch 
a button on this machine and the 
air about us is quickly filled with 
sound. The doctor feels that this 
is true in the case of faith heal­ 
ers. They are transmitters, so to 
speak,” the motion picture head 
explained. 
He continued by explaining ac­ 
cording to the doctor’s version of 
faith healing that Avak, like oth­ 
er faith healers before him, may 
be a human transmitter of faith.

I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PH ILLIPS

One of the elementary methods 
of the propagandists who step so 
lightly from cloud to cloud is to 
accuse anyone who differs with 
them, of being against the issue. 
This is particularly true if the is­ 
sue belongs to the group experi­ 
enced legislators classify as "emo­ 
tional.” 
That preamble was suggested, 
in my mind, by a vote I expect to 
make on the floor of the House 
about the time this letter appears 
in print. It w ill be a vote on the 
so-called school lunch program. I 
shall vote against spending large 
sums of Federal money for that 
purpose, as w ill other members 
of the Congress, and we are w ell 
aware that it w ill be said that we 
are opposed to the school lunch 
program. 
. 
I do not suppose there is a 
member of the Congress who is 
more earnestly in favor of the 
school lunch program than I am. 
For years, Kiwanis clubs and Ro­ 
tary clubs, and Parent-Teacher 
associations, and numerous for­ 
ward-looking men and 
women 
have realized that what we do 
for boys and girls, who only too 
soon w ill be the men and women 
of the nation, will have a direct 
effect on the nation’s future. Milk 
bottles for luncheon table change, 
have been augmented by checks, 
and these in turn by the self- 
sacrificing services of women of 
the 
communities. 
These 
have 
built a program which today pro­ 
vides 
lunches 
in 55 
thousand 
schools; about one fourth of the 
schools in this country. 
It is still a fact, however, that 
the program is best, and always 
has been, the nearer interest, sup­ 
port and administration are kept 
to the local communities. I have 
not forgotten the carloads of ap­ 
ples shipped to Watsonville, the 
apple center of California; nor 
the trucks delivering unordered 
foodstuffs to Hemet, nor the regu­ 
lar deliveries, during the holidays, 
of perishible foods in Lake coun­ 
ty; nor the decision that the poor, 
undernourished children of Bev­ 
erly Hills (the highest assessed 
school district in California) had 
to have a weeklv quarter pound 
of butter each at Federal ex­ 
pense. 
These things 
were eventual­ 
ly corrected, but the problem is 
one of distance, and of Federal 
temptations. 
The 
school 
lunch 
program, as a matter of Federal 
interest, came about through leg­ 
islation to move surplus agricul­ 
tural commodities. Money for its 
support came from Section 32 


funds (of the AAA bill) which 
set aside 30 per cent of the im­ 
port duties to stimulata agricul­ 
ture, presumably to offset 
the 
competition of the imported pro­ 
ducts. It is no longer that. In the 
Washington mind, it is now a 
complete 
nutritional 
program, 
under which school children w ill 
be advised what to eat, and the 
food bought for them, when nec­ 
essary. Even the jurisdiction of 
the legislation is changed; it no 
longer goes to the committee on 
Agriculture, but to the commit­ 
tee on Education and Labor. 
A good example of the Federal 
mind is shown by the interpreta­ 
tion of the matching provisions. 
The Federal government, in the 
minds of the committee members, 
was to match state and local con­ 
tributions. 
Would 
you 
have 
guessed that the administrators 
of the program would have in­ 
cluded in those local contribu­ 
tions the pennies paid by the 
school children for the lunches? 
The average cost of a lunch 
was 30 cents. Of this the Federal 
treasury paid 9 cents. So the ad­ 
ministrators of the program ad­ 
ded the 21 cents, average, paid 
by the children, to the contribu­ 
tions voted by the states (which 
amounted only to 11 million dol­ 
lars) and added in not only such 
contributions as those from lunch­ 
eon clubs, or P-T A ’s. but even 
added in what was considered to 
be the equivalent cash value of 
the volunteer work done by .in­ 
terested local women, and then 
matched this grand 
total with 
Federal money, to an amount of 
more than 75 millions. 
The Appropriations committee 
does not look with favor on this 
interpretation of “matching.” It 
has appropriated 45 millions for 
fiscal year ’48 and written the 
terms 
a 
little more plainly. I 
would have made it a smaller 
figure, only enough for a Federal 
clearing-house, necessary for the 
national level, to direct the pro­ 
gram. You see, I think the future 
of our children is the most im ­ 
portant think in America. If it 
is as important as I think, then 
it should be a matter of first im ­ 
portance in every State. The Fed­ 
eral government is 269 billions 
in the hole; California has a sur­ 
plus of 400 millions. Every state 
in the Union has a surplus or a 
balance. Mississippi and Alabama, 
often held up as examples of the 
need of the program, had bal­ 
ances respectively of 40 and 24 
millions.
